RAILWAYS IN INDIAN - STATES. 

For purposes of jurisdiction, railways in Indian States can be divided 
into Him t I.i'-'.cn, nunitdy, those on which Hies Durbars concerned liave 
ceded full somoiguty to tbo British Government, those on winch they 
have ceded jurisdiction 1 onlw mid those on which they retain both 
sovereij^ntv and jurisdiction. The first class consists (with one 2 excep- 
tion) of main lines planned previously to J8G4whcn that form of cession 
was relinquished’ the seiond of main lines built since that date: and the 
third of local lines, situated as a rule in one State only The lands of 
the first class aie British territory to which the laws of British India 
extend as such : those of the second class, while remaining* State territory 
are Administered Areas for which jurisdictional arrangements have been 
made as detailed in this Volume; while those of the third class are 
integral portions of the States in which they arc situated and the only 
British enactments 3 in force aie those which operate m those States aa 
shown in Volumes I to VTI

CHAPTER I.— EASTERN DIVISION . 3 

It is sufficient for practical pui puses to lerord that in all the railway 
lands in the Eastern Division over wlmh jurisdiction lias been ceded, the 
Laws 2 , Courts and administrative airy li*.* eiueuts geuei ally of the neigh- 
bouring British districts* have been introduced Lv the following 
notification : — 

No. 754-1 B., dated the 28th Mareh l r H2. — -Winn ms the Governor 
General m Council has full and exclusive power and jurl-dn turn ovei the 
lands lying within the States specified in the fecund column, of 4 lie 
schedule hereto annexed which are, or mav hereaf+ei he. occupied hy the 
Railways specified in the first column of the said schedule (including 
the lands occupied hy stations, by out-lmildmgh and for other railway 
purposes) and over all peisons and things whatsoever within the said 
lands . 


In exercise of such power and jurisdn tion and of the powers conferred 
by the Indian (JPoreign Jurisdiction) Order m Council, 1002, and of 
all other powers enabling him in tliat behalf, the Governor General in 
Council is pleased to provide as follows for the administration of justice 
within the said lands: —

lands lying within the State*, specified m the eone^pouding mifiy 111 the 
second column which ait iu*npnd In iln* mutinns of the tnilv c, s specified

(2) The Local Government and all officer*, suboidmaie to it for the 
time being exercising executive authority within the said districts or 
areas Rhall exercise the like authority within the said lands, exiojit in 
connection with the admuustiatiou of police -which *diull lie vested in the 
officer for the time being in diaioe of Railway Police under the saul 
Local Government.

1 Rules for iailioays m Cencial India 

Bated the 18th February , 1897 — In exercise of the powers conferred 
on him by Foreign Department notifications 1 2 Nos 443-1 A and 444-1 A , 
dated the 4th Februaiy, 1897, the Agent to the Governor Geneial m 
Cential India pi escribes the following regulations for the inspection of 
pei sons travelling by lailway m and through Central India, and the 
segregation in hospital, tempoiary accommodation or otherwise, of 
persons suspected by the inspecting officer of being infected with the 
plague or bubonic fever — 

1 Any medical officei or qualified medical practitioner may, at any 
railway station m the Cential India Agency, compel any peison or all 
the persons m any tiam stopping at such station to alight from that 
tiam and undeigo such inspection of body or property as the said medical 
officei oi the said qualified medical practitioner may consider necessary 
foi detei mining whethei the said peison or persons travelling by tram 
is or are suffering fiom oi is oi aie likely to be infected with bubonic 
fever or plague 

2 If any such traveller is found to be so suffering, or if the afore- 
said inspection shows that he is likely to be infected with bubonic fevei, 
it shall he competent for the person making the inspection to direct the 
removal, segregation in hospital, temporary accommodation oi other- 
wise, of any peiBon so suffering or likely to be infected 

3 It shall be competent for the person making the said inspection, 
or for the peison m medical charge of the place to which any such 
travellei is lemoved oi m which he is segregated, to order the destruc- 
tion by fiie or otherwise of any of that traveller’s piopeity which he 
consideis likely to spiead infection of bubonic fever 

4. It is obligatory on every tiavellei reffened to m any of the fore- 
going sections to answer all questions put to him by the peison making 
such inspection oi m medical chaige of the tiavellei, and such tiaveller 
is bound to ansuei any such question fully and truthfully to the best 
of his infoimation, knov ledge and belief 

5 Any peison taking action undei any of the foregoing sections

1 The geneial supervision of the anangements foi dealing with 
plague m the District of Ajinei-Merwaia, and those connected with the 
observation and examination of tiavelleis by lailway m Rajputana, is m 
the hands of the Residency Surgeon and Chief Medical Officer m Raj* 
putana, under the contiol of, and subject to leport to, the Agent to the

4. The term “ Medical Officer n in these rules means and includes : —

6 All the above officers are invested with powers to enforce the rules 
made by the Government of India and the Agent to the Governor-Gener- 
al, Rajputana, and Chief Commissioner, Ajmei-Merwara, under the 
Epidemic Diseases Act, and to issue such orders m any particular case 
as may be necessaiy for the canymg out of these lules

and then personal effects disinfected at once 

18 Subject to any instructions issued by the Agent to the Governor- 
General and Chief Comims&ionei , the Medical Officer has authonty to 
detain any passengei who aftei a summary medical examination la 
found to be suffering fiom any suspicious symptoms The Medical 
Officer shall lemove any peison so detained to the obseivation shed

25 It has been scieni ideally pioved that plague is essentially a 3 at 
disease, and there is no doubt that the disease is communicated chiefly 
from lats to man through the medium of the lat-fleas The piesence of 
dead rats is a warning that a human epidemic may be expected It 
has been shown that m places wheie a vigoious campaign against rats 
has been conducted, the jnevalence of plague has been very much 
reduced, and weie it possible to exterminate the rats, plague would be 
at once anested. Unfortunately this is no easy task 

It is useless to try and bieak down the piejudice that exists amongst 
ceitam castes against the deduction of lats but eveiythmg that is pos- 
sible by means of peisuasion and warning and demonstration should be 
done by officeis, supennten dents and otheis to secure the co-operation 
of these castes m effecting a diminution of the numbei of rats by any 
method which is found to be acceptable to them 

26 If pei nutted, peisisteut and caieful rat destiuction should be 
undertaken, vide Pait VIII 

27 There is evidence that well- devised measures persistently car- 
ried out will laigely reduce the lat population and thus retard, if not 
prevent, the spiead of plague 

28 Spasmodic lll-dnected effoits, as lats breed rapidly, can have 
little effect on plague and may do haim by discrediting not only rat 
destruction but other measures also 

29 A diminution of the food supply of lats by piotection of giam 
stoies, the caieful lemoval of all gaibage, manure heaps, stable and

etc , which although they may be of no maiked value yet seive a use- 
ful purpose to tlie owneis 

42 The Distuct Magistiate, if lequested to do so, may piovide 
depdts wheie boxes and bundles of piopeity could be stored m safe 
custody 

43 Aftei evacuation of a house the vails and floois of all looms 
with then contents, except aiticles of food which it is not intended to 
destroy and of all enclosures, should be disinfected m the manner in- 
dicated m Annexuie I All rags and refuse found m the house or en- 
closure should be burned It is always advisable to disinfect not only 
the one house in which a case of sickness has occurred or dead rats have 
been found, but those in the immediate neighbourhood as well 

44 The coolies engaged m the work of disinfection, etc , should, 
when possible, be inoculated also, vide Annexuie I 

45 Experience has abundantly proved that the evacuation of an 
infected house oi houses, is seldom m itself sufficient to stamp out the 
disease When plague manifests itself m one house m an indigenous 
form, the lats m neighbouring houses aie already infected, and it usu- 
ally follows that cases subsequently appeal m them It is theiefoie al- 
ways a wise and piudent comse on the occunence of an indigenous case, 
to evacuate not onlj the one house, but also all those in the immediate 
neighbourhood 

46 It may be advisable, owing to the otcuiience of seveial cases m 
one area, and while there is still some hope of stamping out the out- 
bieak, to vacate a gioup of houses oi a whole suh-di vision, and heads of 
mohallas, chowdnes and influential residents should peisuade the in- 
mates to evacuate tempoianlv The inhabitants of non-infected houses 
should be allowed tlie option of going wheie they please 

47 On the evacuation of the houses m the infected aiea, all the in- 
habitants of the non-mfeited poition of the town should be encouiaged 
to leave the town, and any obstacles which mav tend to delay their 
depaituie should, if possible, be lemoved 

48 The inhabitants of an evacuated bouse should be advised to 
remove sufficient giam foi their peisonal consumption aftei it has been 
exposed to the sunlight so as to lemove all dangei of infection If m 
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any case it is desiied to remove giam for sale fiom an infected area, it 
must first be spread out, nuclei the dnection of the Supeuntendent, and 
exposed to air and sunlight foi 48 houis 

49 VYheie cases of plague have occuned all gram godowns or 
places wheie giain is stored oi sold shall he open at all times tor inspec- 
tion, all gram godowms m which dead lats have been found shall be 
declaied unwholesome and unfit for use until thoioughly cleaned, disin- 
fected and put m good iepan — the giam should be opened out and ex- 
posed to the sun and all bags disinfected and sunned fieely. 

50 In the e^ent of a death occunmg fiom plague, the disposal of 
the body shall be ananged foi m accoi dance with the leligious piactices 
of the deceased, and the inductions noted heieaftei In the case of a 
Euiopean oi Muhammadan, the body shall be buried, the place of 
burial, if not an authorised cemeteij, should he well away fiom habita- 
tions and souices of vatei -supply In the case of a Hindu, the body 
shall be completely and thoioughly burnt in an isolated locality 

51 The District oi the Cantonment Magistrate (as the case may be) 
shall provide suitable conveyances for the free carnage of persons suf- 
fenng, oi suspected to be suffei ing, fiom plague, and it shall he lawful 
to duve oi cany such conveyances thioueh anv public or pnvate 
thoioughfaie 

52 Any conveyance, public oi pnvate, u^ed foi the ( milage of a 
peison infected with plague, oi suspected of being infected, shall be 
thoroughly disinfected and exposed to an and sunlight pievious to being 
again bi ought into geneial use and compensation should be given to the 
ownei foi loss entailed theieby 

(3) General Piecaations when plague has become epidemic 

53 Evacuation and inoculation, as fai as at piesent known, are the 
only reliable safeguards during an outbreak, and eveiy endeavoui should 
be made to mstiuct the inhabitants of then advantages 

54 As infected rats aie not believed to tiavel spontaneously any 
gieat distances, camps can be ananged m fanly accessible sites so as to 
render attending to offices, busmens, and other occupations as conveni- 
ent as possible 

55 Assistance m the fonn of matenal money giants, oi as locally 
deemed advisable might be given undei the authonty of the District 
Magistiate to persons asking foi help and willing to evacuate then 
dwellings and camp out 

56 The advantages of inoculation should be fully explained, and all 
classes should be given eveiy facility and encouiagement to adopt this 
proceduie Poorer persons, coolies, etc • might be given a small allow- 
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ance to cover any loss by illness 01 inability to work after they have 
been inoculated 

57 As far as at piesent known, tlieie is no evidence that the plague 
bacillus suivives for more than a few days outside the body of men, 
animals, or fleas 

58 Disinfection of houses oi looms can he of little peimanent use, 
if re-infection by fiesh corps of infected lat fleas occur, therefoie effoits 
should be made to oigamse rat-dnves, trap rats, syringe, and sluice out 
Tat runs and holes, with a pulicide disinfectant, followed up by the 
careful filling up oi blocking with tar, concrete or plastei of all visible 
holes 

59 Houses should be kept as free fiom fleas as possible The de- 
struction of fleas can best be effected by thoroughly washing floois and 
walls with ciude oil emulsion, Sanitary fluid, 10 per cent , oi oidmaiy 
kerosme oil emulsion 20 per cent , m watei, as explained under dism 
fection (An I ) Fieelv oiling the body is a useful piecaution against 
fleas, and peisons exposed to then bites should be encouiaged to adopt 
this simple piecaution, especially at night 

Part V — Rules rlluing to Non-Municipal Towns and Villages 

60 The inhabitants of small towns and villages should as far as 
possible pievent peisons fiom infected aieas enteung their limits, but 
should keep them outside for a ceitain time while then clothing, etc , 
is spread m the suu oi otheiwise disinfected 

61 In villages and non-mumcipal towns it is the duty of eveiy 
Patwan, Bhuniid, Lambaidai, Patel, Cnuit of Waids official, Karndar 
or Havildar to at once lepoit any suspected death oi unusual sickness to 
the neaiest Police station, and the ofhcei m rhaige of the Police station 
on leceiving lepoit of such sickness, shall uuefully liiqnne and lepoit 
as to symptoms 

G2 The officer m chaige of the Police Nation shall lepoit immedi- 
ately to the Tahsildar, the Distiut Supennteudent of Police, the As- 
sistant Commissionei, the neaiest Medical suboidinate and the Civil 
Surgeon, any case of plague, actual oi suspected, bi ought to his notice 

63 On leieipt of a leport of a case of plague fiom the Police uudei 
the piecedmg jule the Tahsildar oi, in Ins absence, the Naib-Talisildar 
shall at once pioceed to the spot, and if he finds that the death was due 
to plague, and that no other persons m the house m which the death 
occuned aie ill he shall pioteed to dispose of the body (if not alieadv 
disposed of), and to disinfect the house, clothes, and bedding of the 
deceased, as dnected in Amiexuie I, at the same tune lepoitmg the 
result of his uitjuiiv to the Disfrut Mngistiate 
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64 Officeis of othei depaitments vh.en on tom shall, if they have 
reason to think that any case of plague has occuned, at once inform the 
Tahsildai, and send a copy of then lepoit to the Distuct Magistiate 

65 The neaiest Medical snhoidmate to lecerse mfoimation of cases 
of plague from the Officei m chaige of a Police station, will oidmanly 
be the Sub-Assistant Suigeon of a Branch Dispensaiy The Sub-As- 
sistant Surgeon on leceivmg a repoit of a case shall, if possible, at once 
visit the spot with the Tahsildai, and see that the necessaiy samtaiy 
measuies aie taken He shall communicate the lesult foithwitk to the 
Civil Suigeon 

66 In places m which a Blanch Dispensary is situated, the Sub- 
Assistant Surgeon shall, on lepoit fiom Police oi local authority, in- 
spect arrivals and repoit any suspicious symptoms to the Civil Surgeon 
of the district The Officer m chaige of the station m whose cucle the 
dispensaiy is situated, shall at once communicate to such Sub-Assistant 
Surgeon all particulars leceived by him under lule 62. 

67 The Civil Surgeon or Plague Medical Officei will airange to 
pioceed or send a Medical subordinate to places reported infected and 
advise means m accordance with general instructions 

G8 Should the Civil Suigeon considei it necessaiy that the inhabit- 
ants of a village m which plague has bioken out, should tenipoianly 
camp out m the open or undei tiees at a distance horn the village, he 
shall make a lepoit to that effect to the District Magistrate, and the 
latter may advise the inhabitants to vacate then houses accordingly. 
The houses shall m this case be not again occupied till they aie 
thoioughly ventilated and disinfected 

69 Foi the purpose of segiegation, the District Magistiate or officer 
specially authonsed by him in this behalf, may take possession of and 
occupy any vacant ground or building, such compensation being after- 
wards made to the ownei oi occupier theieof as may he fixed under 
mle 

70 The Civil Suigeon may advise any building to be vacated on sus- 
picion of its being infected by plague, or on the giound of its being in a 
dangerously insanitary condition, and such building shall not be le- 
nccupied without his permission 

71 In the case of villages badly infected, the whole of the in- 
habitants should be encouiaged to entnely evacuate the village and to 
undei go inoculation Villageis are accustomed to erecting shelteis for 
Themselves, but, if necessary, matenals for hutting should be supplied 
The sick and suspected villagers should be as far as possible sepaiated 
from the healthy, without bieakmg up families, and an officer should 
be appointed to examine the daily health of the population and dis- 
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comage migiation to otliei villages All chowkidars left m cliaige of 
evacuated buildings 01 villages should be inoculated, if willing 

Pari VI — General 

72 The geneial principle of all plague admmistiation must be that 
no pressuie or compulsion, m any shape 01 form, is brought to beai on 
the people Encouragement, peisuasion and the piovision of facilities 
foi carrying out the measures advocated aie the only legitimate means 
of influencing and guiding public opinion m the direction desired 
The importance of avoiding any action which excites the opposition of 
the people, is to be clearly lecogmsed, they must not be coerced, but 
on the othei hand, they must be given the fullest help and guidance 

73 All pieventive measures depend for then success upon the hearty 
co-operation of the people themselves and eveiy effort must he made to 
enlist then sympathies and bung home to them through then natural 
leadeTB that it mainly lests with themselves to bring about, by their 
own action, the cessation of plague This end can only be attained by 
carrying out thoroughly whatever measuie^ it may be decided to intro- 
duce and by impressing on all officers concerned m plague administra- 
tion that, when a decision has been airived at, there must he no 
hesitation In giving effect to the policy appioved by the Local Adminis- 
tration 

74 All Government seivants and offlceis should give their most 
cordial suppoit to all measures accepted by Government and unite in 
advising and peisuadmg the people to accept them The people can- 
not be expected to place confidence m measiues if the servants of 
Government are apathetic oi m opposition 

75 All Government seivants and officeis should co-opeiate towards 
the foimaTion from the natuial leadeis of the people of a staff auxiliaiy 
to the special executive, and then education m all plague measures 
that can be earned out by the people themselves, so that every locality, 
that is m danger, shall have at hand a local plague officei to teach the 
people how to escape infection and hov to deal with the disease, should 
it appeal , and help them to do so 

Eveiy assistance and guidance should be given br the Executive and 
Medical Staff m encoui aging and developing this auxiliaiy staff of local 
plague officeis 

76 It is very necessaiy that the efforts of this non-official auxiliary 
staff, and of all local notables, native hakims and othei s who woik and 
assist should receive xecognition These persons have already been of 
the greatest use and m their intelligent development lies the chief hope 
of securing the co-operation of the people m plague measures Where 
plague occurs severely, rewards should be given on a graduated basis. 
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the best most active and painstaking woikeis getting leally substantial 
rewaids whilst every one of the non-official agency vho has done plague 
woik should receive some lecognition 

77 The exact scale of lewaids is foi the Distnct Magistrate to de- 
cide, the actual distribution to be made as soon as possible aftei the 
conclusion of the outbieak Rewards should take the foim of money 
grants, khillats, special sanads, and for the kumblei woikeis punted 
certificates which might be issued on the spot by plague medical offieeis 
to those who have lendeied xeady assistance 

Temporaiy staff who have done good yoik might be given chances of 
permanent employment 

PutT VII — MlSCELLiNEOUS 
Inoculation 

78 On an outbieak of plague oocmnng, tbe Residency Surgeon and 
Chief Medical Officer should at once place himself m communication 
with the Officer m charge of the Plague Reseaich Laboiatoiy in Bom- 
bay, with a view to obtaining a supply of lymph and syringes for in- 
oculation, and instructions of their use Inoculation should then be 
started undei the peisonal supei vision of the Civil Surgeon or a tiamed 
medical suboidmate, and inoculation certificates gianted, free of chaige, 
to all who voluntanly undei go the piocess 

79 No peison will he alloyed to inoculate yithout the special sanc- 
tion of a Commissioned Medical Officei 

80 An moculatoi should be sent when possible to any infected vill- 
age to enable the inhabitants to resoit to this valuable means of protec- 
tion 

81 No peison shall be inoculated without his own expiess consent, 
but it is highly desirable that all officials, Euiopean and Native, leadeis 
of Native Society and einployeis of labour should do all in their powei 
by precept and example to lender the measuie popular,, and to over- 
come any prejudice that may still exist against it If any fact has been 
elicited by the experience of the lecent epidemics of Plague in India 
and elsewhere, as well as by scientific reseaich and expenment, it is that 
Haffkine’s inoculation confers a very sensible, although not absolute, 
protection against attack, with a diminished case moitality among the 
few of the inoculated who happen to become infected while its use is 
unattended with more than a few days* discomfort 

Eveiy person who holds a ceitificate that he has been inoculated by 
Haffkine’s process within the preceding twelve months, shall not be 
liable to detention wben travelling, except for sucb time as may be 
necessary to disinfect such of his baggage or clothing as may be con-

82 Persons uho have been disinfected, with clothes, bedding, etc , 
or who have been undei suiveillance for plague on Rajputana, includ- 
ing Aimer-Merwara, may on depaituie be furnished with a- certificate to 
this effect giving name, caste, age, occupation, address, destination and 
date of depaiture, signed by the Obseivmg Officer 

83 Pei sons tiavelling from an infected aiea who hold a certificate 
signed hy a Medical Officer of having undeigone suiveillance oi had 
themselves and their effects disinfected, need not be again placed undei 
surveillance unless it appears flint thei have subsequently been exposed 
to fresh infection 
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Compensation 

84 The Commissionei may, m Ins disci etion, pay compensation to 
any peison who has sustained substantial loss oi damage by reason of 
anything done undei the poweib confened by these legulations pio- 
vided, howevei, that no peison shall be entitled as of light to claim anj 
compensation whatsoevei 


Part YIII — Miscellaneous 

85 Methods foi the destiuction of lats 

(1) By trapping — The “ wondei tiap 99 sold by Messrs Bioom & 
Co , Calcutta, and a sinnlai tiap sold by the Aimv Navy Stores, Bom- 
bay, aie veiy efficient and will captuie 10 oi 15 lats at a time Foi 
baiting tiaps chapatis of Bajia, Maize oi any kind of giam dipped in 
ghi may be employed 

(2) By Rat poison , which should be spread on pieces of chapatis or 
biead and then cut up into small squaies These aie deposited m the 
evening m diams, culverts and places likely to be frequented by iats 
The untaken baits aie collected m the morning, seaich is then made foi 
dead oi dying rats and foi thiee oi foui days subsequently Both traps 
nnd poison should be laid down in diams and places wheie iats fre- 
quent dui mg the night Eats soon become suspicious and should then 
he left alone for a time, when another sudden onslaught should he made 
in the same way Tiaps befoie being set should be washed in hot water 
oi exposed to the sun They should never he set unless m peifect 
woifemg oi dei 

Rats oaptuied in tiaps aie best killed by being diopped and drowned 
in ban els containing keiosene oil emulsion, which destioys tbeir fleas 
at the same time Dead rats should be tlioioughly eiemated When 
rats have been killed all then holes should be stopped so as to im- 
prison any fleas that may be m them Pouring coal-tar into their runs 
is also a useful measure It is most essential that all garbage that 
might seive as food for iats, be removed from houses and tbeir neigh- 
bouihood 

(3) Rat destruction effoits may be taken m hand at any time but the 
most favourable penods for the attempts aie August and September and 
again m Febiuaiy and March with the object of anticipating the bieed- 
mg season Special attention should be given to gram stores, Chumar s 
quarters and houses near rubbish heaps 

(4) Duimg a plague epidemic destruction of iats otheiwise than by 
flapping should not he attempted 
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Annexttre I 
T>i tin feet ion 

The punciple of the methods of disinfect ion that have been em- 
ployed m the past has been the tlesii notion of the specific geim of the 
disease The investigations of the Plague Reseai ch Commission have 
thrown a new light on the subject, and experiments have shown that the 
mfeetivity of houses is mainly due to the presence of the infected rat 
flea, and that the contamination of soil, food, clothing, etc , with the 
plague "bacillus is of secondaiy importance in the dneet infection of 
men. This knowledge explains the failure, paitial or complete, of the 
methods hitheito employed and indicates how they should he modified 
Any system of disinfection should ensure the deati notion firstly of fleas 
and secondly of the plague bacillus 

2 Disinfection is applied in thiee dilteient sets of condition — 

(a) To pi event the impoitation of plague into a healthy locality, 

the piocess involving the disinfection of clothing and 
piopeity of pei sons coming from infected areas 

(b) After importation into a healthy locality, to prevent the 

spread of infection fiom the nnpoited case to othei per- 
sons and particulaily to the lat In this case disinfection 
of the human habitation must he added to that of clothes 
and pioperty When information is obtained sufficiently 
eaily, this is possible, and should always be attempted. 

(c) Aftei infection has passed to the lat from the impoited cases 

01 when a leci udescence occurs and the epizootic has 
begun Heie the piocess, to be peifect, must attack not 
only clothes, piopeity and the human habitation, but the 
lat habitat m addition It is evident that, howevei, per- 
fectly it may he earned out, it cannot prevent the spiead 
of the epidemic tlnough the locality by the agency of the 
rat, and it is, theiefoie, applied rneielv to lendei infected 
looms and houses fiee fiom fmthei usk to its occupants 

3. Disinfection may be earned out by heat oi by chemicals * — 

s aj Heat Exposure to supei heated steam is an absolutely effec- 

tive method for the disinfection of clothes and similar 
property An expensive apparatus, which is difficult to 
transport, is lequired, and consequently it cannot be uti- 
lized, except m special cn cumstances For clothing, etc , 
immeision m boiling water is an effective method and, 
being veiy simple is paiticularly adopted foi use m vill- 
igres Disinfection of looms, with mud floors, may he car- 
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ned out by buimug flies on the floor, and spreading the 
hot ashes entirely ovei the floor, up to the walls and into 
the coiners This simple proceduie is also eminently suit- 
able for villages, as the materials aie always at hand and 
the punciple of disinfection by heat is in accordance with 
the ideas and customs of the people 


(&) Chemicals — Foi a chemic il disinfection to be effective for the 
prevention of plague, it must be an insecticide and a 
bactencide The Impenal Entomologist says that the ab- 
solute desti notion of fleas can generally be effected best by 
tboioughly washing floois and walls with a suitable in- 
secticide and lecommends “ ciude oil ” emulsion as the 
best insecticide known It should he used in a dilution 
of one pait added to nine paits of watei “ Sanitary 
fluid ” 1 in 10 is as effective as ciude oil emulsion. Kero- 
sene oil emulsion as readily piocurable is to be recommend- 
ed, any of them may be used for disinfecting houses; 
immersion in a mixture of phenyl one part and water eighty 
parts for five minutes is a reliable method for clothing and 


similai propeity 

4 WTiatevei the method of disinfection employed, it will not be 
complete unless combined with the necessaiy tieatment of the patient 
and his excreta, which should be earned out on the usual lines, this is 
particularly mipoitaut m dealing with pneumonic plague The rat as 
the principal camel of infection thiough a locality must also he dealt 
with, and rat destruction earned out as soon as possible Where the 
epizootic and epidemic is m progress, the rat has, however, usually left 
the houses in which plague has occuned, hut m order to dimmish 
further risk of infection in infected houses, in addition to the destruc- 
tion of fleas and bacilli m the room by disinfectants, an attempt must 
be made to attack the rat habitat Slioit of actual demolition of the 
houses, it is manifestly impossible to disinfect rat bui rows _ and nests, 
but to provide, as far as possible, against a fuithei irruption of fleas 
into rooms from the rat nests, lat holes should he searched for and 
stopped up, befoie stopping, the mliodurtion of a little keiosene oil or 

tar is advisable 

5 In villages, leliance should be placed on the simpler methods, 
boiling watei, flic, and exposure of property to the sun s rays not only 
because the materials needed are at hand m every village and are cheap, 
but also because the procedure can be earned out by the peopethem- 
selves and is more readily accepted and adopted than methods mvolv- 
mg the use of apparatus and materials they are not familmr ™th * md 
which consequently may cause suspicion and a arm 11 °T m ®’ 
intelligent supervision is usually at hand and where e peop e 
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educated, chemical disinfection is pieferable to heat especially as with 
moie than one story and wooden fioois theie would "be usk of the, if the 
latter was employed 

G The disinfection of a loom with chemical disinfectants should be 
earned out m the following inannei — The door is thoroughly washed 
down with disinfectant, it is then opened, and the disinfectant, syunged 
all ovei the floor of the loom, all contents are then removed and dis- 
infected out-side and allowed to diy in the sun The walls and loof of 
the loom aie then thoroughly syringed with the disinfectant, caie being 
taken to attack all devices, lecesses, cup-boards and receptacles, and a 
stieam of the disinfectant should be dnected into any lat holes that can 
be found; the lat hole should then be stopped 

7. Equipment — For the simpler methods of disinfection by heat no 
special appaiatus is lequned For chemical disinfection, the follow- 
ing is necessaiy • a bucket, a bottle or two of the pure disinfectant, a tin 
measuie of such a capacity that the addition of this measure of the puie 
disinfectant to the bucketful of watei will make the proper dilution, and 
a syringe to distubute it Thus equipped, water only is lequired to 
enable one man to disinfect several looms Wheie men are specially 
engaged for disinfection puiposes, the usual piecautions should be 
taken to guard them against lmk of infection, they should be inocu- 
lated on engagement and piovided with coarse clothing and piotection 
for the legs and feet, to be used while at work only, and disinfected on 
completion of the day's duty 

8. The value of the fiee admission of light and an and the disin- 
fecting and flea-killmg pouei of the dnect lays of the sun should not be 
lost sight of Dnt, damp and daikness aie favourable to veimm life 
and foi the plague bacillus the lat and i at flea aie nocturnal m their 
habits, piefenmg dait ill-ventilated dwellings, desiccation destioys the- 
bacillus The lemoval of such conditions aie, theiefoie, a most irn- 
poztant pait of plague piophvlaxis, and stiess should consequently be 
laid on geneial sanitary irnpi overrents, the widening of stieets, the pro- 
vision of windows and good ventilation m houses, the removal of mb- 
bish, cowdung and othei moist accumulations, the giadual substitution 
of buck and masomy floois and walls foi the oidmaiy mud ones, so 
that buildings, especially those m which gram and other food stuffs aie 
stored, should be lendeied lat-pioof

lats getting at them and thus mci easing in numhei in 
youi villages, oi if possible kill iats when you can 

(3) If you notice dead iats about or m youi dwellings, evacuate 

your houses at once and live outside for ten days oi moie, 
and have youi houses thoroughly cleaned and your cloth- 
ing spiead out m the sun 

( 4 ) Diiectly a case of plague occurs m youi village, have the 

person removed outside, and evacuate all houses in the 
neighbourhood of the infected house, and act as m (3) 

( 5 ) If plague 1*3 pievalent m youi village do not go about m bare 

feet 

(6) In no case, should you conceal a case of plague, because it 

will be the means of infecting others, and for your own 
safety and to give a chance to the patient, move out of the 
house into the open Also report any suspicious case at 
once. 
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(7) When plague is in the neighbourhood you will find difficulty 
m being allowed to go about fiom one place to another 
without being detained, if you wish to avoid this and to be 
pxotected m a large degiee fiom plague, you should apply 
to be inoculated with anti-plague vaccine This is done 
something in the same way as your children are vaccinated 
to piotect them from small-pox, and is of great value 

(S) All persons who aie inoculated will be given a pass which 
will prevent them being detained anywhere and they will 
be compaiativelv safe from the disease, even m a plague 
affected distuct 

(9) All persons wishing to avail themselves of this protection from 
plague have only to send m then request to the local 
authorities when arrangements to help them with inocula- 
tion will be at once made 

(10) Whenevei plague oi suspicious cases of plague occur m a 

village or district every assistance will be given by the 
local authorities ul helping with materials for Chappers, 
huts, etc , and with Ohowkidais for the protection of youi 
evacuated houses So you should leport cases at once and 
apply for assistance 

(11) Finally to help the authorities in combating this disease and 

for the protection of yourselves and your families, the co- 
operation of every man is essential Let every man watch 
and report at once any and every suspicious case of Plague, 
as the soonei precautionary measures are taken, the less 
dangei is theie to other members of the community, and 
thus by helping the authorities m this way you aie also 
helping to protect yourselves 

Copies of above should be tianslated m vernacular and freely dis- 
tributed and explained m all towns, villages, etc , where an outbreak is 
feaied (Government of India Home Depaitment 1517 of 1907, ordered 
such leaflets)

Instructions for the disinfection of Railway carriages 

1 Anv railway compartment m which a plague patient oi a sus- 
picious case has travelled, should be emptied, all doors and windows 
jpened to admit air and sunlight and the whole interior treated by 
crushing, washing — carbolic soap, and water — and all floors and creviee 3 
seated with kerosene oil emulsion.

3 In the case of fiist and second class carnages, which afEoid greater 
facilities than thud class compaitments foi the harbounng of plague 
geims oi fleas, it will be necessary, if the carnages aie contaminated, to 
apply kerosene oil emulsion to the cushion and to disinfect the wood-

No. 204-Pol.{29, dated the 27th May, 1929 — Id exercise of the 
powers conferred by section 9 of the Indian Peti oleum Act, 1899 (VIII 
of 1899), as applied by Notification No 263-1, dated the 24th April 
1929, to certain Railway lands m Rajputana, the Agent to the Governor- 
General m Rajputana with the previous sanction of the Governor- 
General m Council is pleased to make the following iules to legulate the 
possession and transpoit of peti oleum in the said lands 

Rules under section 9 of the Indian- Petroleum Act, 1899, for the pos- 
session and transpoib of Peti oleum m the District of Abu. 


PART I 
Preliminary 

1 Definitions — In thebe rules, — 

(a) “ pait ” means a pait of these iules, 

(b) “ peti oleum m bulk ” means peti oleum in quantities ex- 

ceeding five hundied gallons, contained m any one recept- 
acle, 

(o) “ installation ” means a place specially piepared foi the stor- 
age of peti oleum in bulk oi foi bulk combined with non- 
bulk storage, and may be either a major or a minor instal- 
lation , 

(d) “ majoi installation ” means an installation 

(1) capable of containing an amount of oil, whether in bulk 

only or in combined bulk and non-bulk stoiage, exceed- 
ing fifty thousand gallons , oi 

(2) m which tin-making operations aie earned on, 

(e) c< minoi installation ” means an installation 

(1) capable of containing an amount of oil, whethei in bulk 

only oi m combined bulk and non-bulk storage, not ex- 
ceeding fifty thousand gallons , and 

(2) m which no tin-malung opeiations aie earned on 

(f) “ stoiage shed ” means a building used foi the storage of 

petroleum otheiwise than m bulk, and may oi may not 
foim part of an installation, 
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(g) “ piotected woiks ” includes buildings m which peisons 

dwell 01 assemble, docks, whaives, timbei yaids, otter pet- 
lolenm stoies, and any otliei place not foimmg paifc of an

(h) “ motoi-vehicle 93 means any vehicle oi vessel propelled by a

PART II 

Possession and transport op Petroleum 
CHAPTER I — Possession of Petroleum 

1 Smoking prohibited — No smoking shall be peimitted inside any 
installation oi stoiage shed 

2 Supervision of operations within installation or storage shed — 
All operations within any installation or storage shed shall be conducted 
under the supervision of a responsible agent oi supeivisor 

3 Cleanliness of installation — The giound m the intei lor of an in- 
stallation shall be kept clean and free fiom goods of a combustible 
natuie, vegetation and rubbish 

4 Supply of sand or diy earth m installation — A supply of sand oi 
dry earth shall always be kept m an installation foi the puipose of ex- 
tinguishing file 

5 Marking of capacity of tanks — The capacity m gallons of eveiv 
tank m an installation shall be conspicuously maiked on it, and shall be 
calculated at the late of 6 25 gallons pei cubic foot 

6 Protection fiom lightning — Eveiv tank oi othei leceptacle for 
the stoiage of peti oleum m bulk, except a tank oi leceptacle which is 
not of sufficient capacity to contain ten thousand gallons of petioleum 
and which is so situated as not to be liable to cause dangei m the event 
of the petioleum being ignited, shall be electucallv connected with the 
earth in any efficient mannei by means of not less than two sepaiate 
and distinct connections placed at opposite extiemities of such tank or 
leceptacle and the loof and all metal connections of such tank or recept- 
acle shall be m efficient electucal contact with the body of such tank oi 
receptacle 

Explanation — A tank oi leceptacle shall be deemed to be so situated 
as not to be liable to cause dangei m the e^ent of the petioleum being 
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ignited, if it is not in close pioximity to any other tank or receptacle, 
or to any building not forming pait of the installation, and if it is 
suriounded by a wall, 01 'embankment, 01 sunk in an excavation, the 
enclosure tbus foimed being sufficient to contain the whole contents of 
the tank or leceptacle 

7 Testing of electrical ct earth 99 by licensee - — !N"ot less than once 
in eveiy yeai the connections and contacts lefened to in lule 6 shall be 
inspected and tested by the licensee of the tank oi receptacle m the 
mannei pi escribed by the Chief Inspector of Explosives in India and a 
lecord of such inspections and tests shall be maintained by such licensee 
and such recoid shall be pioduced on demand by the Chief Inspector or 
an Inspectoi of Explosives 

8 Time for woik in installations or storage sheds — Ho installation 
oi stoiage shed shall be open, and no woih m any installation or storage 
shed shall be permitted, between sunset and auniise provided that in 
cases where electnc lighting is exclusively used, night woiking may be 
permitted by the Agent to the Govemoi General in Rajputana on the 
lecommendation of the Chief Inspectoi of Explosives 

9 Closure of pipes and openings — Where theie axe any pipes or 
openings foi diainmg out water in any enclosure wall, anangements 
shall be made wheieby they can he closed, and they shall only be kept 
open when actually necessaiy for di amage purposes The natuie of such 
anangements shall be shown m tlie specifications winch aie required 
under lule 10 of Chaptei IV of this Pait, to be submitted with the ap- 
plication for a license 

10 Matenal foi storage sheds — All stoiage sheds m an installation 
shall be built of uninflammable material 

11 Posting up of rules and conditions — Theie shall be hung up m a 
conspicuous place m eveiy installation and stoiage shed foi which a 
license has been gi anted, copies in English and the vernacular, of the 
rules contained in this Chapter, and of the conditions endorsed in the 
license 


CHAPTER II — Transport of Petroleum: 

1 Validity of license gi anted vn another province — Petroleum may 
be tiansported into and within the Railway lands under cover of a 
license granted by the prescubed authority in any other province of 
British India oi m any area outside British India to which the Indian 
Petroleum Act, 1899, may be applied, provided that the conditions of 
such license are observed throughout the period during which the petio-

9 Dangerous petroleum foi use on motoi-vehidcs —(1) Peimanent 
licenses in Eoim P may be granted fiee of chaTge foi tlie possession of 
dangeions peti oleum for use on motor vehicles and foi its tianspoit thei e- 
on foi the pm pose of use theiexn The licenses will he subject to the 
condition that the owneis of the vehicles shall sunendei the licenses to 
the licensing authority if they pait -with the vehicles on hehalf of which

(2) The piovisions of the oidinary inles lelatmg to the possession

1 Method of levying fees — (1) Where the proceeds of fees leviable 
iox licenses under these rules have been assigned by the Agent to the 
Govemoi -Geneial m Ra 3 putana to any local authority the fees shall he 
levied m such mannei as the local authonty may from time to time 
direct 

(2) In all othei cases the fees shall be paid m cash on leceipt of a 
notice from the licensing authonty that a license will be granted 

(3) The court-fee stamp of the value of eight annas lepresenting the 
fee chargeable undei schedule II, Article 1 (6) of the Couit Fees Act 
of 1870 on an application foi a license presented to a Magistrate should 
be attached to the application.

Chapter III 
Registiation 

4 Registration — No motor vehicles shall be used (save in accordance 
■Kith Rule 11 or foi the puipose of procuimg legislation) 

(a) Until it has been registeied by the Supeuntendent of Police, and 
(b) Unless the registration certificate gianted m lespect of it is m foice 

Piovided that no motoi vehicle, which has been legisteied elsewheie 
by any othei registeung authonty m accordance with the lules fiamed by 
any Local Government or by an Indian State under lules which are m 
geneial coufoimity with the piovisions of these lules, shall be required to 
be registeied m the Railway lands m Cential India 

5 Fee for registiation — The fee for registiation shall be foui rupees 
for motor cycles, sixteen mpees foi motoi vehicles of two tons and under, 
and thnty-two mpees foi motoi vehicles exceeding two tons 

A fee of Re 1 shall be chaiged m any case foi the giant of a duplicate 
registiation certificate 

Piovided that motoi vehicles, -which aie the pioperty of the Railway 
admimstiation and aie used solely for the removal of lubbish or foi the 
watering of streets, shall he legisteied fiee of chaige 

Piovided also that ti action engines used solely foi agncultural pur- 
poses shall he registeied fiee of chaige, and steam lolleis, file engine? 
and fire escape tenders need not he registered 

6 Distinguishing numbei — The Superintendent of Police shall 
assign a distinguishing numbei to the motoi vehicle -filth the letters 

“ C I n m front foi all Railway lands m Cential India 
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7. ( a ) "Particulars as to distinguishing number — Numbers assigned to 
motor vehicles shall be shown m white on a black ground except m the 
case of motor vehicles to be let oi plied for hire when they shall he shown 
in black on a white ground 

(6) Figures shall be of the following dimensions — 

Height of each figure 3J- inches, uniform thickness J inch each 
figuie occupying a space of inches with 1 inch between 
each figure and a margin of \ inch at top, bottom and sides 
of the plate 

Provided that m the case of motoi cycles the numbei may not he less 
than two-thirds of the above dimensions 

(c) The nunxbeis shall he painted m a conspicuous manner on the 
front and hack of the motor vehicle and on the hack of any trailer 

(d) No number shall m any way he obscuied or rendeied oi allowed to 
become not easily discernible at a reasonable distance 

(e) In the case of a motoi cycle the fiont nnmbei plate &hall have 
duplicate faces and shall be fixed to the fiont of the cycle so that from 
whichever side the cycle is viewed the letteis or figuies on one oi othei 
face of the plate may he easily distinguishable from the front of the 
cycle 

8 The Superintendent of Police shall establish and legistei, keep a 
register (hereinafter referred to as the Hegistei of Motor Vehicles ”) 
for the registration of motor vehicles m which the name and address o± 
the ownei togethei with a description of the vehicle will he lecorded and 
such register shall be kept m two parts, mz — 

(а) A registei of motoi cais and cycles 

(б) A registei of heavy motoi vehicles 

9 Requirements before registration — Before registering a motor 
vehicle, the Superintendent of Police shall he satisfied — 

(а) that it is provided with two independent biakes oi othei means 

of stoppage m good working older and of such efficiency 
that the application of either is capable of piomptly stop- 
ping tho motor vehicle whethei going foiwaids or back- 
waid3, 

(б) in the case of internal combustion engines, that no cut out, 

fitting or othei appaiatus oz device foi allowing the exhaust 
gases from the engine to escape into the atmospheie, with- 
out fii&t parsing thiough a silencer, expansion chamhei or 
other contrivance suitable and efficient fox reducing, as fai 
as may reasonably he practicable, the noise which would 
othei wise he caused hv the escape of the said gases, shall he 
used 
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10 Heavy motoi vehicle reqimements before registration — Before 
registering a heavy motoi vehicle the Supei lntendent of Police shall also 
■satisfy himself that the tyres of the u heels of the vehicle, if the tvies are 
not pneumatic, or aie not made of a soft 01 elastic matenal are of the 
dimensions lequned by the special lules for heavy motor vehicles, and 
may also have the weight of the heavj motoi vehicles, and if he thinks 
necessary the axle weight of each wheel ascei tamed m such manner as 
he may by general or special older dneot 

11 Transfer of ownership — Every transiei of owneiship and every 
tempoiary transfei of possession of a motoi vehicle shall forthwith he 
intimated to the Superintendent of Police both by the registered owner 
and by the transfei ee 

Piovided that no intimation shall be lequned for temporary tiansfeis 
foi a period not exceeding one month 

The woid “ tiansfeiee ” includes the pmchasei, dealer, auctioner, 
receivei, agent, lepairei, or any person who may be in temporary chaige 
1 of the vehicle for the time being 

12 Intimation of change of cn cum stances — If any circumstances 
occumng m 1 elation to any motoi vehicle, ehect the accuracy of any 
particulars, entered as regards that car m the registration certificate the 
ownei of the motor vehicle shall foithuith mfoim the legistenng author- 
ity with whom it has been registered 

13 Subsequent defects — Wheie the registering authority, at any 
time after a motoi vehicle has been registered, consideis, that it has 
ceased to comply with the requirements of the Act 01 the rules made 
theieunder or that it has not been maintained in such a condition as to 
pi event danger to the public, such registering authority may, after notice 
to the registered ownei, direct that the registration be cancelled until 
such time as the defects are lectified to its satisfaction 

Chapter IV 
GeneiaL 

14 Rule of the ioad — A motoi vehicle shall be dnven m accordance 
with the mles of the road which requne a vehicle to keep on the left of 
the ioad except when passing horses and other vehicles going m the same 
direction which should be passed on the right. 

15 (I) Speed limits — -No motoi vehicle shall be dnven at a gieatei 
speed than twenty-five miles an houi within the limits of the Railway 
lands 

Provided that at night, wheie the ioad is urdighted by sheet lamps 
and at all times m the neighbourhood of lailway stations and crossings, 
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cross roads, side stieets, curving road (when the road in front cannot he 
seen), m dense traffic, m passing over nairow bridges or by a road en- 
trance to private grounds or through or near any road side village, 01 m 
the proximity of a toll gate, the driver shall reduce that limit to such 
speed that the vehicle can be brought to a standstill within a distance of 
5 yards, and 

Provided also that the speed at which a motor vehicle shall be driven 
within such limits as aie indicated by means of notice boards shall not 
exceed such rate as may be shown on the notice board 

(2) The speed at which a heavy motor vehicle is driven on any public 
road shall not exceed eight miles an houi 

Provided that if all its wheels are fitted with pneumatic tyres or with 
tyres of a soft oi elastic material, the speed at which it may he driven on 
any public road shall not exceed — 

(a) twelve miles an hour wheie the leglsteied axle weight of any 

axle does not exceed six tons, 

(b) eight miles an hour where such legisteiecT axle weight exceeds 

six tons 

16 Prohibition as to use of motoi vehicle on foot-path and in ceitain 
localities —A motor vehicle shall not be dnven in any footway not s h a ll, 
a motor vehicle he driven m any road, or public place wheie such tiaffic 
may, for the time being, be prohibited by the District Magistrate or the 
Supenntendent of Police 

17 Homs — Eveij peison dnving a motor vehicle shall have ready 
and available foi immediate use a suitable deep toned Lorn capable of 
giving audible and sufficient warning of his appioach oi position and 
shall sound the same whenever expedient to pievent dangei to anv of 
the public 

18 Motor vehicles to cany lawvp * — Ifo peison shall drive a motoi 
vehicle dunng the penod commencing half an hour after annset and 
ending half an houi before sunrise unless such vehicle is provided with 
lights as follows — 

case of heavy motoi vehicles and of motor cars and of 
motoi til-cycles and motor cycles with side-cais attached- 

fa) 0ne lam P showing a white light in front shall be affixed on 
each side of the fiont portion of the vehicle In the case of 
motor cvcles with side cars one lamp should be fixed on the 
cycle and one on the outei side of the side cai, 

(6) One lamp showing a red light at the real and showing a white 
light at the side shall he affixed at the back of the vehicle 
in such manner as to illuminate with the white light and: 
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rendei easily distinguishable the numbei of tlie vehicle In 
the case of a motor cycle with a S ide-cai, such lamp shall 
be attached to the motoi cycle 

(2) In the case of motoi cjcles without siJe-cais 

One lamp showing a white light m f 10 nt and so fixed as to 
illuminate and lendei cleaily visile the numbeis on both 
sides of the front numbei plate shall be attached to the fiont 
portion of the vehicle and one lamp showing a led light to 
the lear shall he attached at the back of the vehicle

19 Moveable spotlight not to be used — A motoi vehicle fitted with a 
moveable spotlight must not use the same within these areas 

20 Maintenance — -Ho person shall drive a motor vehicle — 

(a) unless it is at all times undei full control so as to prevent undue 
interference with passengei or other tiaffic and unless it is maintained in 
such a condition as to prevent danger to the public 

21 Motor cais not to be allowed to stand unattended — No motor 
vehicle shall be allowed to stand m any stieet or public place unattended 
by a person licensed under section 6 of the Act, unless all reasonable 
precautions have been taken to ensuie that it cannot be put in motion, m 
the absence of the duvei, or, if such motoi vehicle is piopelled by steam, 
unless its fires have been extinguished and it has ceased to contain m 
itself sufficient powei to move No diivei shall leave such vehicle while 
the engine is running 

22 Change of address — (1) Intimation of any change of address shall 
be given by the owner of every motor vehicle to the Supei mtendent of* 
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Police and in tlie rabe of an owner leaving lii^ own piovmce, to the regis- 
tering authonty of the province m which the owner pioposes to reside 
permanently Such intimation shall also be given by eveiy holdei of 
a license to drive a motoi vehicle to the authority empowered to giant 
licenses 

(J3) Poi the puipose of this iule, the address of such owner 01 holder 
shall be deemed to be changed when such peison ordinal lly resides else- 
where than at the address entered m the certificate of legiatration or 
driving license 

23 Drivers — Every owner of a motoi vehicle who employs any per- 
son to drive such motoi vehicle shall, at the request of the registering 
authority oi any officei empowered in this behalf by any such authoiity 
communicate to such authoiity the name and address of such drivei or, 
if he i*s unable io do so, shall assist such authority to the best of his 
ability m disroveimg the same 

24 Motor competition or reliability trials — No motor competition, 
reliability tual, display oi exhibition, m which more than five motor 
vehicles take part shall be permitted on any public load without the 
previous sanction of the Agent to the Governor Geneial 

25 Responsibility for c onf owning to rules — No person shall drive or 
have charge of or cause or permit to be used any motor vehicle which does 
not m all lespects conform to these rules, oi which is driven or used so 
as to contravene any of these rules 

26 Heavy motor vehicles not to be allowed to travel on road except 
under certain circumstances — No heavy motor vehicle of more than three 
tons weight when fully loaded shall be allowed on a road unless it be per- 
manently fitted with cushion oi pneumatic tyies on the dnving wheels 
No motor vehicle which when loaded exceeds six tons in weight shall be 
allowed to travel on any portion of any road except with a special permit 
fiom the Officer authorised by the Railway Administration m this behalf 

Chapter "V 

Special lules for heavy motoi vehicles 

27 Registration of weights — On every application to a registering 
authoiity foi the registration of a heavy motor vehicle the applicant 
shall declare . — 

(a) the weight of the heavy motor vehicle unloaded, 

(&) the axle weight of each axle, 

(c) the diameter of each wheel 

28. Registered weight to be printed on the vehicle — TJpon leceiving 
from the licensing authority a copy of the entries made m the register 
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relating to a heavy motoi velncle or trailei the owner of the motor 
vehicle shall cause — 

(а) the registeied weight of the heavy motor vehicle or trailer 

unloaded and 

(б) the registered axle weight of each axle, to be punted or other- 

wise plainly marked m letteis not less than one inch m 
height, and m such a manner as to be legible at a reasonable 
distance upon some conspicuous pait of the light 01 off side 
of every heavy motor vehicle or trailei 

29 ( 1 ) A&le weight — The axle weight oi an axle of a lieavy motor 
vehicle shall not exceed the legisteied axle weight 

( II ) The registered maximum axle weight of any axle of a heavy 
motor vehicle shall not exceed four tons and the axle weight of a tiailer 
shall not exceed two and a half tons 

( III ) The sum of the legistered axle weights of all the axles of a heavy 
motor vehicle shall not exceed six tons 

30 Tyres — The tyres of each wheel of a heavy motoi vehicle 01 
trailer, unless the tyies are pneumatic 01 made of a soft or elastic 
material, shall be smooth and shall, where the tyie touches the surface of 
the road or othei base whereon the heavy motoi vehicle moves or rests, 
be flat, provided that the edges of the tyre may be bevelled 01 lounded 
to the extent in the case of each edge of not more than half an inch 

31 Width of tyre — The width of the tyie of each wheel of a heavy 
motoi vehicle 01 tiailei, unless tlie tyies aie pneumatic 01 made of a soft 
01 elastic matenal, shall m eveiy uise be not less than 5 inches or m the 
case of a tiailei, 3 mciies 

When the axle weight of an axle of a heavy motor vehicle is — 

3 tons the width of the tyie shall not he less than 8 inches. 

4 tons the width of the tyie shall not be less than 9 inches 

32 Size of wheeh — The diameter of a wheel of a heavy motoi vehicle 
or trailer, if the wheel is fitted with tyie which is not pneumatic 01 is not 
made of a soft or elastic matenal, shall be not less than two feet 

33 Width of vehicle — A heavy motor vehicle, if its weight unloaded 
is thiee tons, and any tiailei chawn by any sucb heavv motor vehicle 
may, when measured between its extieme projecting points, be of a width 
not exceeding seven feet six inches 

34 Spi'mgs — Every heavy motor vehicle and tiailei shall be con- 
structed with suitable and sufficient springs between each axle and the 
frame of the heavy motor vehicle. 

35 Trailers — A trailei diawn by a motoi vehicle shall have a brake 
approved by the licensing authorities and the trailei shall cany upon it 
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a person competent to apply the hiake efficiently provided 4hat where the 
biakes upon the inotoi vehicle by which the tiaileis drawn are so con- 
sti acted and ananged that neithei of them can he used without bringing 
into action simultaneously the biake attached to the trailer, or if the 
biake of the tiailei can be applied from the motor vehicle independently 
of the biakes of the latter, the above conditions need not be complied 
with 

36 Vehicles for the conveyance of passengei s — A heavy motor vehicle 
which is used as a public conveyance shall not draw a tiailer except with 
the permission of the Supenntendent of Police 

37 (?) Use of motor vehicles on bndges — Wheie the District Magis- 
trate or Bailway Administration affixes oi sets up m suitable and conspi- 
cuous positions, on each appioach of a budge, forming part of a highway, 
notices which, as regards all their contents ox subject matter, shall he 
cleaily and distinctly legible and visible by peisons appioachmg the 
bridge, and which state that the budge is insufficient to cany a heavy 
vehicle, the registeied axle weight of which exceeds that specified in the 
said notice boaid, the owner of any such heavy motoi vehicle shall not 
cause ot suffer the motoi vehicle to he driven, and the person driving or 
in charge of the motor vehicle shall not dnve the motor vehicle upon the 
budge 

[u) The owner of the motoi vehicle shall not cause or suffer the motor 
vehicle to be driven, noT shall the peison dnvmg oi m chaige of the 
motor vehicle dnve the motor vehicle, upon a bridge forming pait of a 
high uay at any time vhen another motor vehicle or a locomotive is on 
the bridge, the combined weights of which would exceed the carrying 
capacity of the budge v ° 

38 Prohibition of the use of heavy motoi vehicle on ceibam roads — 
No heavy motoi vehicle shall he dnven m any stieet oi load wheiem such 
traffic may foi the time being be piohibited by the Distnct Magistiate 

Chapter VI 

Special ntles foi motoi vehicles let on hue 

39 Plying oi letting for hire —'So peison shall ply oi let foi hue 
within the Eailway lands of Central India a motoi vehicle unless it is 
first legisteied m accoi dance with lule 4 of these lules and unless it 
complies with the special regulations made foi the regulation of vehicles 
let or plying foi hue 

40 Applicability of foregoing ntles —Such of the foregoing rules as 
are not inconsistent with the provisions of the following rules, shall also 
apply to motor vehicles let on hue 
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(a) Motor 1 elude not to be let on line without permit — No motor 
vehicle shall be let on hue without a peimit granted by the Superin- 
tendent of Police 

(b) Inspection of motor vehicles — Every motor vehicle intended to 
be licensed foi hire must be taken to such place as the Supenntendent of 
Police mai dnect foi inspection The owner 01 peison m charge of such 
motoi vehit le shall at the same time pioduce the ceitificate of regi&tra- 
tion of the motoi veil if le undei Chaptei III of the lules, and also a ceiti- 
ficate fiom the makei 01 makei’s agent 01 an appioved local motor fi im 
that mu h motoi vehit le is m eveiy way fit foi use as a public conveyance 
and that its mot hmeiy is safe and is m good w 01 king oidei and condi- 
tion 

41 Buile* — The brakes shall, as fai as possible, he so affixed as to 
be capable of easy adjustment and at least one biake must be so made 
as to be applied by the foot of the dnyei At least one should act directly 
upon the load wheels without any connection with the piopelling gears 
The biakes will at any time be subject to inspection 

42 Bolts — All biakes and steeling connections seemed with bolts 
must have such bolts secuied with nuts and locked 01 pmned. These 
paits will at any tune be subject to inspection 

4u Condi action of machinery — The machmeiy should he so eon- 
stunted th.it no undue noise 01 vxbiation is caused 

44 All paits connected by bolis } etc , subject to vibiation must be 
fastened by loci nut s, etc — All paits connected by bolts 01 studs and 
nuts subject to sevei e vibiation must be fastened by lock nuts or by nuts 
and appioved spnng 01 lock nut washers to pievent their woiking loose 
and making a lattlmg noise and any motor vehicles with lamp biackets, 
mudguard hiatket* and othei carnage fittings so loose as likely to cause 
unneces^aiv noise will be legal ded as unfit foi use as a public con- 
veyance 

4o Carburetters — Oaibuietters must not be placed m close pioximity 
to magnetos 01 to connections of wires canymg electric cunent, unless 
they aie suitably encased 01 scieened 

4G Heat — Effective means must be adopted for pieventing the heat 
of the motoi 01 of the exhaust pipe connections fiom mjunously affecting 
otliei paits of the motoi vehicle or the coinfoit of the passengeis All 
wues tallying electur cunent must be pioperly insulated and piotecteA 
fiom nijuiy, and so placed that they cannot he the cause of danger 

47 Toni's for petiol , etc — Tanks for petiol ox other liquid fuel must 
be made of suitable matenal piopeily constructed and of sufficient 
strength They should be so placed that any oveiflow shall not accu- 
mulate on wood woik, 01 wheie it can be leadily ignited The filling 
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nozzle or inlet for the petiol ox other liquid fuel should, where possible, 
be brought to the outside of the body 

48 Construction of guard 01 tray — When a guaid or tray is fixed 
underneath, it must be so constructed that any overflow of petrol from 
the carburetter shall not be retained in the tray 

49 Construction of machinery — The machinery must be so con- 
structed oi placed that oil from the bearings shall not be allowed to diop 
on to the roadway, When trays are fixed to prevent this, they must 
have suitable webs foi retaining the oil when ascending oi descending 
hills or be otherwise suitably constructed with that object; the oil must 
be cleaned out frequently and not allowed to accumulate fiom day to day* 

60 Smoke — The lubrication of the engine and the carhuration of the 
working mixture must be so conti oiled that smoke is not ejected with the 
exhaust, oi from any other part 

61. Outlet from silencer how to be placed . — The outlet from the 
silencer should not be so placed as to eject the exhaust diiectly on to the 
loadway oi so placed, oi so dnected as to alaim hoibes immediately be- 
hind the motoi vehicle 

52 Car to be capable of being steered , etc — Each car must be capable 
of being readily steered and able to turn on each lock and proceed in a 
contrary direction within a reasonable space 

63. Motor vehicle to be provided vnth approved means of communica- 
tion —Every motor vehicle must be provided with an approved me ans of 
communication between the passenger and the driver. This should be 
placed as to be leadily accessible to the passenger to obviate the danger 
of a dnvei having to turn his head whilst directions are being given* 
Short tubes are not suitable 

2V B — This l ule applies to closed vehicles only 

64 Fixing of cylinders or vessels — Where acetylene oi othei gas is 
used to light the carnage, the cylinders or vessels which contain the gas 
or m which it is generated must be fixed outside in such a position as to 
be removed as far as possible from the danger of accidental ignition 

65. Covering of floor — The flooi must be covered with mats of 
rubber, coir, or of some other suitable material 

56 Motor vehicles to carry metal plates —All motor vehicles licensed 
under these rules must cany affixed to the dash board or other prominent 
place a metal plate which shall he numbered and supplied on payment by 
the registering authority and shall have stamped thereon the maximum 
seating capacity 

57. Celluloid or vylomte not to be placed on vehicles . — No celluloid 
or xylonite fittings shall be placed inside or outside the motor vehicle 
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but this rule does not apply to fche inside of the aocumulatois, or to the 
windows and screens 

08 C u sin ons of scats — The cushions of seats, ulieie such aie piovided 
must be ( oveied with suitable material and must be stuffed with suitable 
matenal 

59 Doors, etc , to be m proper order — The doors , windows , seats, 
roofs, Bprmgs, cushions, wheels, linings panels, and all furniture appur- 
tenances of the motoi vehicle must be m proper Older and repair, the 
paint and varnish m good condition and the inside perfectly clean 

60 Fees — Eor each permit granted under rule 42 a fee of Us 8 m 
the case of light motor vehicles and of Us 16 m the case of heavy motor 
vehicles shall be ehaiged foi the peimit Duplicate copies of the permit 
may be supplied on payment of B,e 1 per copy Such permit shall always 
be earned on the vehicle and must be produced on demand by any Magis- 
trate or Police Officer m Umfoim 

61 Period of permit — (J) Subject to rule 65 the permit shall lemam 
in force for 12 months from the date on which it is granted and shall not 
be transfeired to any peison without sanction duly endorsed theieon by 
the Superintendent of Police 

( 2 ) The Supeimtendent of Police may lenew the permit for any sub- 
sequent year on payment of Es 4 m the ( a&e of light motor vehicle, 
and of Rs 8 m the case of heavy motoi vehicle piovided that the appli- 
cation foi lenewal is made befoie the expiry of the period for which it

No 1250 , dated the 11th March , 1904: — The Resident m Mysore is 
pleased to issue the following rules foi the guidance of the police on the 
portions of the railways in Mysore undei the jurisdiction of the British 
Government m the matter of arrest and prosecution of Railway employes 
undei sections 101 and 131 of the Indian Railways Act, 1890 (Act IX 
of 1890). 


Arrest 

The exeicise by the Railway Police of the power of ai'iest without 
warrant given them in section 131 of the Indian Railways Act (IX of 
1890) for offences under section 101 of the same Act, is discretionary 
Tt should be exeicised only m extreme cases as for instance when — - 

(a) theie has been loss of life or serious injury to persons, or 

( b ) a peison is caught m the commission of a grave offence, 

(c) the accused is likely to abscond or to continue to endanger the 

safety of the public 

When uuest is made without wairant, immediate intimation of such 
auest must be given to the head of the lailway employes Department 

2 Under ordinary circumstances, no immediate arrest is necessary. 
A warrant should be applied foi m the usual manner, the police main- 
taining a watch over the movements of the accused, where this precau- 
tion is deemed necessary
